HALL state nominating conventions be restored?" -"No," 
said the voters in aU the states where the issue of direct 


primaries was raised last fall. 


Eternal vigilance is of course the price of political liberty, 


as well as of other kinds. Perhaps the common man or woman 
of today does not feel that he or she has enough liberty to war- 
rant much bragging. However, Anglo-Saxons since the days 
of King John have a bull dog habit of hanging on to all the po- 
litical, civil, religious and economic liberty which they DO OB- 
TAIN. 


In Wisconsin Gov. Philipp and others recommended taking 


the starch out of the primary law. «Eut none proposed an anti- 
primary PLANK in any of the PLATFORMS. And no candi- 
dates for the legislature advocated primary law repeal during 
their campaigns. 


Our primary law. about the best of any state in the union, 


is condemned by would-be party bosses for its best features. 
It regards all citizens as independent voters and does not seek 
to establish hard and fast party lines for everybody. Why 
should not every voter, on the eve of every election, be free to 
decide which primary ticket he shall vote? 


In these times of industrial unrest we do not think there 


is any real danger of any vicious amendment to the primary 
law. 
They would have to be passed over a governor's veto. 


The every day men, in the commonplace homes, are con- 


cerning themselves today more than ever before as to whether 
they shall be naked or clothed, fed or starved, deceived or in- 
structed, protected or destroyed, controlled by politicians, or be 
permitted to control matters political themselves. 


Even SOME of the most conservative men, and newspapers 


ai£ now advocating reforms to which they have been opposed, 
believing it wise, here and there, to concede SOME RIGHTS 
to the under-dogs instead of throwing them bones. 


Now that we have votes for women, the direct primary is 


more important than ever. Can you imagine our wives, sisters 
and daughters being asked to attend an old-fashioned political 
caucus? Party ties rest more lightly on women than on men. 
Our present primary law leaves women entirely free, to vote the 
primary ticket of any party they choose. 


Wisconsin was one of the first states to establish direct 


primaries. It will never surrender them nor permit their per- 
version by vicious amendments. 


No government is free or fair that does not establish and 


maintain methods by which all its citizens may effectively par- 
ticipate in the nomination as well as the election of public of- 
ficials.

HOW WAR COMES

LBERT H. GARY of the United States Steel Corporation 
made a speech the other night before the Japan Society of 


New York in which he said there was a vicious and'deliberate 
effort to stir up trouble between the people of Japan and the 
United States, and that if war should occur, this country would 
be more to blame than the people of Japan. He said the Japan- 
ese were building navies "as a last resort of defense against at- 
tacks without reason.'" 


But if trouble keeps on brewing, and becomes more serious, 


Judge Gary- will apply the soft peddle to such utterances. 


Mark Twain in "The Mysterious Stranger" has explained 


how war sentiment grows, from small beginnings to overpower- 
ing proportions. He says: 


The loud little handful—as usual—will shout for 


war. 
The pulpit will—warily and cautiously—object 


—at first; the great big, dull bulk of'the nation will 
rub its sleepy eyes and try to make out why there 
should be a war, and will say, earnestly and indig- 
nantly. "It is unjust and dishonorable, and there is no 
necessity for it." Then the handful will shout louder. 
A few fair men on the other side will argue and reason 
against the war with speech and pen, and at first will 
have a hearing and will be applauded; but it will not 
last long; those others will outshout them; and present- 
ly the anti-war audiences will thin out and lose popu-' 
larity. Before long you will see this curious thing; the 
speakers stoned from the platform, and free speech 
strangled by hordes of furious men who in their secret 
hearts are still at cue with those stoned speakers— 
as earlier—but do not dare to say so. And now, the 
whole nation—pulpit and all—will take up the war cry, 
and shout itself hoarse, and mob any honest man who 
ventures to open his mouth; and presently such mouths 
will cease to open. Next the statesmen will invent 
cheap lies, putting the-blame upon the nation that is 
attacked, and every man will be glad of those con- . 
science-soothing falsities, and will diligently study 
them; and thus he will by and by convince himself that 
the war is just, and will thank God for the better sleep 
he enjoys after this process of grotesque self-decep- 
tion. 
Public opinion concerning methods of warfare takes a sim- 


ilar course. The allies were horrified at the German use of poi- 
sonous gas. And when the allies resorted to it the excuse was 
that Germany began it. But now the naval and military au- 
thorities of the allies are all preparing to fight their next war 
with' gas. 
Students of the philosophy of history tell us that after a 


war there is always a tendency for the nations engaged to ex- 
change characteristics. They seem to be right.
